You 
are right in making the Bible the prim- 
er of the infant — place it in his hand by 
day— place it on his pillow by night. 
Full of glorious thought and glorious 
images, it will inspire the fancy ; full ol 
noble sentiment and virtuous precept, it 
will form the principles; full of h»ly 
zeal and heavenly inspiration, it will 
guide, exalt, and purify the faith ; and 
it is a wise philosophy which associates it 
with that season whose impressions fade 
not even in nature’s winter. When the 
daring infidel interposes its mysteries, inj;

They 
will bless you with their lips, in their 
lives, and in their deaths — the Gcd to 
whom you have turned them will bless 
you — the country to which you h»ve res- 
tored them will bless you; and should 
your own little ones ever mourn a pa- 
rent the Great Spirit wi!l recollect the 
deed, and surely save them from the pe- 
rils of their orphanage. In the discharge 
then of this sacred duty which you have 
thus voluntarily undertaken, listen not 
to the imputation of any unworthy mo- 
tive ; remember that calumny is the 
shadow of merit, and that though it ever 
follows, it never overtakes it. 'Where 
the solitary charge which hostility has 
flung on, it is, in my mind, under your 
circumstances, not a crime but a vir- 
tue. Yon usenoweapon butthe blood- 
less gospel — you assume no armour but 
the nakedness cl' truth ; and in a good 
cause, and w-.th an earnest conviction, 
i would rather court than avoid this ac- 
c usa lion of proselytism. The foreigi 
and pious potentate who made th« 
harge should be the very last that utter 
it ; for debased, as I admit and deplore, 
tnat the Irish peasant politically is, stili 
he and his predecessors, as far as in them 
lav, have left them illiterate, imbruted 
and debased— fallen in his mental de 
basement even below the level of his po- 
litical degradation. But the accusation 
is untrue. Y’ou have not borrowed even 
a rag from the establishment — the word 
ascendency is not heard within your 
wails. Y’ou have studiously excluded 
every book of controversy. You have 
rejected no one on account of his creed 
and you have invited the scrutiny ofeve- 
ry persuasion you have introduced the 
Bible uiwp ittcil by a single p :n of this 
world. You have allowed the saints, the 
sages, and marty rs of Christianity, to en-

authoriEe the President and Directors of 
each branch bank to appoint the com- 
missioners within their own district. 

With regard to the second rule. It was 
evidently the intention of the Legisla- 
ture as expressed in the preamble of the 
act establishing the bank, that loans 
should be made lor longer periods than 
had been customary. That the periods 
were not extended still further is proba- 
bly owing entively to the necessity ot 
keeping it within the power of the Di- 
rectory, if the depreciation of their pa- 
per should render it absolutely necessa- 
ry, to make further calls on their debt- 
ors. Unless the measures oi the direc- 
j tory should be so taken as to support the 
credit of their .paper, it is believed, that 
i although the hank might operate as a 
temporary relie*, it wouid eventually 
bring upon the country tenfold greater 
evils. When the credit of the bank shall 
be so established as to render it safe, in 
all probability loans will be extended for 
still longer periods. 

But the third rule published above is 
of much deeper interest to the bank and 
the country. It is intended to be a reg- 
ular system from which there shall be 
no (levitation. The Directory were in- 
duced to adopt this rule, \vc believe u- 
nanimousiy , by consideartions, relating to 
the intensions of the Legislature, the in j 
terestsof the community and the credit 
ol the bank. 

The intensions of the Legislature 
were evidently to give relief to debtors, 
not by lending them money which should 
never Le paid, but by enabling them to 
transfer their dcbt3 to the bank Whtfre 
they might bo paid off in moderate in- 
stalments. At the rate of one perjeent 
for 30 days, it will take upwards of eight 
years to pay off the whole debt. This 
is surely as long a credit as a reasonable 
man could ask, and the calls aresomod-s 
erate that any man using any industry 
may meet them without embarrasment. 
If a farmer borrow on* hundred dollars, 
he will have, in adition to his discount, 
only feur doilars to payerery 4 months ; 
if he borrow five hundred he will have 
only twenty to pay ; and if he borrow a 

thousand the call will be only forty 

Surely those who cannot pay calls so 
moderate ought not to borrow.

BANK OF TIIB COMMONWEALTH.

ding the many publications which have 
appeared respecting the Esquimaux In- 
dians, neither of them has been entirely 
Di rect. As to the Mayor’s interference 
vith regard to these people, the follow- 
ing statement may be relied on. 

Upon an affidavit being presented, as 
the huber.s corpus act requires, that this 
man and woman were held in custody by 
Captain Hadlock, the mayor allowed a 
writ 01 habeas cro/ms directed to lum, 
Captain H. soon after appeared with the 
Indians at the mayor’s office, and return- 
ed to the writ “ that they were not in his 
custody or under his control.” The In* 
dians were then asked whether they de- 
sired to go with the Captain; to whitb 
they decidedly objected, and communi- 
cated their wish to remain v/ith Mr. 
Butler, the proprietor of the house in 
which they had lately been exhidited.— 
The Mayor sent an officer with them to 
that house, where they are left until 
some belter provision can be made for 
them. 

While tho Captain was in the Office, 
two writs against him, one at the suit of 
George, the man, and the other at the 
suit ot Mary the mother, for tresspass, 
assault and battery, and falce imprison- 
ment, damages two thousand dollars in 
each suit were represented to the Mayor, 
with a special affidavit, offering * u < 1 » 
evidence as the nature of the case would 
avmit, that the plaintiffs had been 
brought to this country against their 
will, and had been treated with cruelty, 
fx that the defendant was a transient per- 
son, who would probably leave the state 
immediately. In consideration of this 
affidavit the Mayor ordered that the de- 
fendant should be held to bail in two 
thousand dollars, on each of these writs; 
at the same time givifig the def ndani’g 
counsal to understand that any thing 
would be heard which captain lladlecjfl 
might hereafter think proper to offer to 
induce the Mayor to revoke his ordef 
for bail or in mitigation ofthc same.
